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A WORD TO THE TEACHER. 



The purpose of this little book is to provide more of those element- 
ary exercises so essential in the beginning of learning to read, and 
more material for those familiar and child-like conversations which are 
such important aids in establishing a pleasant acquaintance between the 
teacher and the pupils. 

It is designed for use during the first Bchool-days — days especially 
wearisome to the children and taxing to the teacher. The full-page 
colored illustrations by Ida Waugh, and Kate Greenaway's ever- 
attractive pictures, which are presented for conversations and color- 
lessons — the easy reading-lessons^ which can hardly be read without ex- 
pression — these, together with the simple cuts illustrative of the reading- 
lessons, and intended for story-telling by the children^ will, it is believed, 
prove an available and attractive means of exciting the interest and 
holding the attention of the little ones during these usually trying days. 

The book is not, as its name might seem to indicate, a miniature 
repetition of the charts, but is entirely filled with new matter, and may 
be used either with or without them. With them it is valuable as sup- 
plementary reading, in that it repeats in many varying ways the 
words and stories of the first twenty charts. It does this, too, with- 
out imposing the task of learning additional words, only about a half- 
dozen new ones appearing in the whole book. It supplements also the 
first pages of the First Reader, and affords an easy introduction to it. 
Thus, in either case, it gives the child practice in the use of words 
already learned. It makes him confident and ready in these first steps. 

To learn " to keep the place," which necessitates a training of the 
eye to take in a sentence as a whole, is a habit which should be acquired 



in the very beginning of school-life. It is the best means of avoiding 
mere parrot-like repetition. 

Another habit of equal importance, and one which ought also to be 
acquired in the early reading-lessons, is that of accustoming one's self 
to the idea that the thought of the sentence can be grasped readily and 
given with expression. 

To promote. the formation of these habits, the very elementary exer- 
cises planned for the purpose are given in this book. 

As will be seen by the headings, there are two lessons supplement- 
ary to each chart, excepting in the case of some of the very first, and 
of others further on, which, being more full of matter and intended 
for several lessons, are therefore followed by more than two supple- 
mentary lessons. 

Color-Lessons. — ^These lessons should be at first simply bright and 
happy conversations about the illustration, in which the story of the 
picture is brought out in such a way as to necessitate the naming and 
comparing of the colors. These conversations may be followed by ex- 
ercises in choosing and matching colops similar to those suggested for 
the color-chart. 

The kindness with which the charts have been received leads the 
author to believe that the method employed in them is acceptable and 
of practical value alike to the teachers and the children, and it has 
therefore been continued in this book.
